Throughout last whiter 
in many parts of Aus- 
tralia L'KHs were in such 
short supply tlwl mothers 
of yoUBg families often 
considered t li e m se 1 v e s 
lurky if lliey managed to 
gel two or three a week. 

At various limes the 
shorluge of milk was 
alimisl as acute. 

Without these tico basic 
dietary needs it is quilt 
impossible to prepare 
balanced meals fur children. 

Present eundilions sug- 
gest that this winter's 
shortages will be as bad 
if not worse. 

Wartime shopping is 
full of difficulties, mid 
when commodities like 
i - > are in short supply 
the few available go to 
the chopper prepared lo 
tramp from place lo place 
or to rise early and get lo 
the head of the queue. 

Australia's wartime, organ- 
isation is fault u while young 
mntlierx are merely handi- 
capped competitors in thin 
rare for the necetisitie$ Of 
life. 

In England, whore lliej 
food situation is so much 
worse ihan here, pret'er- 
ence for mothers and 
children is now ;i ruling 
principle, and it is gener- 
ally odiaitted thai the 
young children of (he 
poorer people have never 
liefori been so well sup- 
plkd with basic foods. 

Rationing should 
achieve more than I he 
mere sharing of goods in 
shorl supply. Il should 

distribute such ihings 
where I hey arc mast 
needed. 

An elementary know- 
ledge of dietetics Indicates 
thai mothers and young 
children have the lirsl 
claim on milk, eggs, and 
orange juice.
